Italian forces pushing into Aus- 
tria crossed the Isonzo river today 
after a sharp encounter, where they 
are now said 
to 
be 
within thirty 
miles of Trieste. 
The Italians also 
are attacking at i^everal points far- 
ther north along the Carinthian fron- 
tier. 


A squadron of eighteen aeroplanes, 
carrying bombs weighing nearly a 
ton, struck into Germany today and 
performed one 
of 
• the spectacular 
feats of the war. 
The raid was di- 
rected at one of the principal manu- 
lacturerss of explosives in Germany, 
on the Rhine, opposite Mannheim. 


Infantry 
fighting 
was proceeding 
along the Franco-Belgian front, prin- 
cipally on the western end, but the 
officia! reports from Berlin and ¡Paris 
today revefi.1 no signs of renewed op- 
erations on a large scale. 


The great Galician battle is sub- 
siding with the Austro-German forces 
holding the advantage. 
They have 
not succeeded, however, in forcing 
back the Russians from the 
river 
San, except in certain places. 
The 
Berlin war office announcement to- 
day says the Teutonic forces are.pro- 
gressing

Washington, May 27.—Discussion of 
the necessity for a Panama canal bond 
issue in view of prospects of reduced 
customs revenues and of refunding mil- 
lions already collected was revived here 
today, as a result of the customs courts 
in the decision which sustained the so- 
calleil "Five per cent" clause of the tarirf 
law granting a reduction of duties to 
that amount on goods imported in Amer- 
ican bottoms. 
The oourt also held that

POPE BENEDICT IH 
EXPRESM ON WAR 


Says Prayers Will (Jo Out 
More Frequently and 
More Fervently. 


Rome, May 26.—(Via Paris, May 27.) 
—"The hour which we are traversing is 
painful, but our prayers will go out 
more frequently 
and 
more fervently 
than ever to those who have in their 
hands the fate of nations," is a declara- 
tion made by Pope Benedict in a letter 
to Cardinal Vannutelli, published in the 
Osservatore Romano, the Vatican or- 
gan. 
The pontiff recalls his first en- 
cyclical in which he urged the bellig- 
erent nations to make peace, but poinitt 
out that his voice was unheeded and the 
war continued "until the terrible con- 
flagration ha« extended to our beloved 
Italy."

Except ior the flags which fly not only 
from every house, but almost from ever^' 
window, Rome gives little indication of 
^ing the capital of a country which has 
tutored upon a great war. 
While the 
tatire nation was eager for the coaflict, 
a spirit of calm confidence has followed 
tie stormy scenes which were enacted 
fr^m the time the Salandra cabinet re-

rejoicing, 
whijh followed, until the openittg of 
hostilities.

rammed the Ryndam aft the foremaal, 
was creeping in with ten feet of her 
bow crumpled by the impact. 


Four transfers, two at sea and two in 
New York harbor, left 62 of the 74 pas- 
sengers who sailed from New V^ork on 
the Ryndam Tuesday afternoon, back 
again aboard the Dutch liner. 
These 
passengers and 
150 
members of the 
Ryndam's crew were taken aboard by 
the Cuneo at 4:30 o'clock Wednesday 
morning, half an hour after tho two 
steamers collided. 
At 6:30 a. m. tlu« 
Cuneo t»nsferred the rescued passen- 
gers .and seamen to the United States 
battleship South 
Carolina, 
which dis- 
tanced three other battleships of thvi 
Atlantic fleet in a race started by the 
call for help from the wireless aboard 
the 
Ryndam. 
The 
South 
Carolina 
brought the shipwrecked company 
to 
this port and transferred them at 1:30 
a. m. today to the stearoer Thomas J. 
Millard, off 
Tonikinsville, 
Staten Is- 
land. 


Last Transfer is Made. 


Meanwhile the Ryndam, with fifty of 
her crew still aboard, came in under 
convoy of the battleship and ancliorcd 
in the harbor off South i3rooklyn. There 
she received all but a dozen of her pas-, 
sengers and the rest of her crew from 
the Millard. 
This last 
trainsfer 
was 
made at 2 a. ra. and later in the morn- 
ing the disabled steamer started uy the 
river to her dock in Hoboken. 
T!i 
twelve passengers who stayed on the 
Millard were landed at Hoboken early 
in the day. 
The Holland-American line 
intends to forward all the pas«engevH 
who wish to go to Rotterdam on their 
steamship Rotterdam, due to sail Tues 
day. 
Four battleships, the South Car«» 
lina, Louisiana, Kansas and Michigan, 
were on their way to Norfolk, Va., from 
the war game of the past week off the 
North Atlantic coast, when they picked 
up the Ryndam's 8. O. S. call shortly 
aft^r 4 o'olock Wednesday morning. 


Comes in Hour Later. 
Aided by the rising tide the Ryndam 
made her pier shortly before 7 o'clock. 
The Cuneo steamed slowly into ;iort, a 
cripple, an hour after the Ryndam dock- 
ed.

m.)—Another Zeppelin airship raid was 
made upon this town Ia3t night. 
Mrs. 
May Fabin, who was visiting here, was 
killed and a number of persons injured. 
The entire town was illuminated by the 
bursting of shells dropped by the air- 
craft. 
The material damage caused ap- 
pears to have been less than on the occa- 
sion of the last raid. 


Southend, wlùch is a municipal bor- 
ough and popular seaside resort at the 
raouth of the Thames, forty miles east 
of London, has been the target of Zeppe- 
lin raiders several times in the past six 
months. 
On no previous occasions have 
the results been serious. 


Some reports say that two and others 
that three Zeppelins took part in the 
raid last night. It is, however, impossi- 
ble to give the number accurately be- 
cause of the heavy clouds through which 
the moon shone but dully at the time of 
the attack. 


The noise of the propellers of the air- 
ships was first heard shortly before M 
o'clock. 
Then cam© at once the shock 
of the' explosions as the bombs rained 
down from above. 
Some of the missiles 
were incendiary and threw out bright 
flares of light. 


Crowds assembled In the streets of 
Southend to view the raiders. The only 
fatality, the killing of Mrs. Fabin, oc- 
curred while the woman was leaving a 
street car. 
It is recalled that on the 
previous raid the only victim was a 
woman. 


British aeroplanes went up in pursuit 
of the raiders, but were not successful 
in overtaking them. 
Some time later 
two Zeppelins^were seen over Burnham- 
on-Crouch, seven miles to the northeast, 
of Southend, but no more bombs were 
dropped.

Ex-President 
Also 
Raps 
Labor Leaders for Alleged 
Abuse of Power. 


New York, May 27.—Former President 
William H. T a f t in an address last night 
at tile annual banquet of the National 
Association of Manufacturers 
severely 
criticised the Clayton act and the federal 
trade commission act as "detrimental to 
the business interests of the counti-y" 
and denounced the leaders of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor for exercidiiig 
a "power tliat has become excessive and 
detrimental to the public weal and the 
good of society." 


Professor Taft was co-speakor 
with 
Senator Warren 
G. Harding, of Ohio, 
v h o declared that "the greatest 
raenaee 
of American progress is the professional 
baiting of big enterprises." 


"Í fully 
approve," said 
the 
former 
president, 
"of 
tlie principle 
of 
labor 
unions. 
But the power 
their 
leaders 
have acquired by the principle of com- 
bination in their organization has intox- 
icated them and they have exercised a 
tyranny over society and over their own 
members that is certainly leading to a 
reaction and to a restraint of their great 
poweis within proper and lawful limits. 


"They have failed to condemn in any 
wa^-, as they ought, the use of criminal 
methods to whicli 
in a lawless 
spirit 
their representatives 
at various times 
have seen fit to resort. They have raised 
large defense funds in the defense of 
men who have proven to be by their own 
confessions violators of the criminal law 
and they have manifested a desire to 
BecTire in express statutory declarations 
an immunity for labor unions from'the 
operation of general laws that 
should 
be \mlforni. 
In other words, they have 
Bought to make themselves and their 
agents a privileged class not subject to 
the laWB that affect every other man and 
«ven themselves when not engaged in 
labor disputes."' 


ProfcHBor Taft cited the recent action 
of the United Hatters of North America 
on tlio question of paying the $250,000 
judgment foimd against its members in 
the Danbury hatters case. 


"Neither the hatters' union nor the 
American Federation of Labor," he said, 
"is willing to raise a fund to 
relieve 
these 186 victims 
of 
their 
misguided 
urging, although they could and did raise 
funds quite as large for the defense of 
criminals 
who 
subsequently 
confessed 
their crimes, committed in the supposed 
upholding of the interests of labor. Such 
a condition cannot but have a useful in- 
fluence in bringing to the attention of 
the rank and file of organized labor the 
necessity for restraining their leaders in 
«uch unwise defiance of law." 


Mr, Taft said his objections to the 
Clayton act and the trade commission 
RCt were 
that "their 
enactment 
with 
such a blare of trumpets and avowals of 
hostility to capital in general with little 
discrimination had a* strong tendency to 
frighten those whose Judgment 
deter- 
mines the amount of new investments of 
capital and thus t o restrict the normal 
expansion of our business due to the re- 
investment of earnings."

South Bend Man in City to 
Take Up Matter of 


Organization. 
————— ^^ 


S. D. Rider, of South Bend, is in Fort 
W'ayjie promoting a loan 
organization, 
the object, of Avhich will he to make 
small loans to thosg requiring them at 
a moderate rate of interest so as to 
make it possible for the small borrow- 
er to obtain money Avithout the pay- 
ment of exhorbitant interest. 
The or- 
ifanization is to be founded on the plan 
originated by Arthur J. Morris, of Nor- 
folk, Va. 


About twelve j-oars ago j\tr. Morris 
came in contract with a number of cases 
of men who had found it necessary to 
borrow small sums of money and who 
had nothing to give as security except- 
ing their household goods. 
All of these 
men were of high moral character and 
well thought of in the community where 
they resided. 
They were steady work- 
ers and 
emyjloyed by concerns where 
it was 
reasonable 
to 
presume 
they 
would have steady employment. 
The 
ordinary 
banking 
concerns, 
however, 
would not consider making them loans 
without collateral' security or the en- 
dorsement of a man of wealth, which i» 
not always eas^' to secure, 


Summed up in a few words Mr. Mor- 
ris' plan amounts to "a capitalization 
of a wage earner's character."' 
Money 
is loaned to a man primarily on his re- 
putation for honesty, his integrity and 
wage earning capacity. 
A wage earn- 
er under 
the Morris 
sj'stem will 
be 
permitted to borrow money based on his 
reputation, vouched for by two or three 
reputable 
mi'n 
of his 
city. 
He 
is 
charged but 88 per cent interest, pays 
the money back at a small sum each 
week. 
A paradox in Morris' loan system 
is that the small borrower practically 
loans his own money and furthermore 
through the marvelous system lie event- 
ually begins a savings account. 


It is not in any sense a charitable 
organization inasmuch as it has 
been 
demonstrated that tho^e Avho invested in 
the institution have in every case re- 
ceived a fair return on their investment 
and at the same time have been able 
to feel that they have invested 
their 
surplus earnings in 
a manner 
which 
has enabled them to be of actual ser- 
vice to their fellow men who has been 
less fortunate than they. 


Each 
individual 
institution 
is 
in 
touch with the Industrial Finance cor- 
poration, of Xew York 
City, with 
a 
capitalization of $7,000,000 and 
among 
it ofticers are such men as Clark Will- 
iams, former 
state superintendent 
of 
New York, 
as president; Mr. 
Morris, 
originator of the plan, as vice president 
and general counsel; Raymond 
Dupuy 
Stephen 
P. :tiinet.t, Charles H. Sabin, 
Joseph N. Gilder and other men engaged 
in large affairs who have interested them- 
selves to the extent of having become 
directors in the organization, 
of prominent Fort Wayne business men 


IMr. Rider has talked with a number 
and iiinanciers to whom he has explain- 
ed in detail the Morris plan. He has met 
with much encouragement and he feels 
confident that within a short time such 
an organization will be formed here. 
A 
similar organization has been formed at 
South Bend and the business and pro- 
fessional men of that city are enthusias- 
tic in their praise of it.

Tour. 


IN M CHURCHES 


Although a little too cool, weather 
conditions were more favorable .Thurs- 
day for the sccond day of the alfalfa 
tour of the county, being conducted un- 
der the auspices of the extenseion de- 
partment of Purdue university. 


About twenty-five automobiles tilled 
with farmers left the court house at 
9:30 o'clock a. m., but this number was 
greatly increased along the route. 


A preliminary meeting was held at 0 
o'clock in the assembly room of the 
court house, being called to order by C. 
Henry, county agricultural agent. 
J. 
P. Prigg, of Daleville, a successful al- 
falfa grower, of, Delaware coujnty, In- 
diana, spoke briefly on the subjeci of 
alfalfa. 
He declared that the favmcrs 
of Indiana are giving more attention to 
alfalfa than ever before aaid more of it 
is being grown each year. 
Mr. PrigfT 
stated that land used for growing al 
falfa is bringing greater returns than 
laJid iiscd for any other crop that may 
be grown. 
Three things are essential 
however, sweet, fertile und well drained 
soil. 
He explained that the objecfc of 
these tours is to show the farmers what 
other farmers of their own county are 
doing in the raising of alfalfa. 


The old county farm, on the Blufiton 
road, was the first place visited Thürs 
day morning. 
From there the party 
visited the alfalfa field of E. J. Girard, 
on the Covington road, thence to the 
farm of George V. Kell, in Eel River 
township, one mile north and one Jftilc 
west of Huntertown. 
Lunch was oaten 
here, Mr. Kell serving hot coffee. After 
lunch Mr. Prierg delivered a short talk 
and then the party prbcceded to tlie al- 
falfa field of F. P.

Walter Johnson's recent home r^n drix'e 
whJch was heralded as "the longest hit 
ever made." has started the old discus- 
sion over again. 


Who made the longest hit in the his- 
tory of baseball probablj' never will be 
known. 
Ed Delehanty, Big Bill Lange, 
Pop Corkhill, Dan Brouthers and many 
others have been awarded the honor but 
always the claim is open to dispute. 


1 have seen a lot of long hits, but it is 
hard to decide. Bill Lange's famous drive 
oVir the center field fence at Cincinnati 
back in the middle nineties wag heralded 
then as the longest. The ball cleared the 
center field fence, crossed Western ave- 
nue, broke through the front window of a 
saloon and hit a table where a group was 
seated. 


I 
believe 
Heine 
Zimmerman's 
two 
drives over the left field fence on the 
Cincinnati grcfunds in one game in 1909 
were equally as long as Lange's. 
The 
field has been changed materially. 
No 
one else ever hit a ball over that fence 
and Zimmerman hit two in one after- 
noon, one passing between the top of the 
lence and" a sign and the other clearing 
the sign which was erected on a scantling 
above the fence. 


Bill Dahlen-maâe one of the 
longest 
drives ever recorded on the Polo grounds. 
In those days a cinder path ran around 
the outfield and Digby Bell, the actor, 
had driven into the park and was sitting 
in a high trap straight to center field. On 
the seat beside 
him 
was a 
bulldog. 
Dahlen drove the ball on the line straight 
to center. Bell saw it coming, dodged and 
cscaped but the ball hit the dog and 
knocked it off the trap. 


Frank Chance made 'one of the longest 
hits I ever 
saw on 
the 
Washington 
grounds the first year he played in the 
big league. 
He "cricketed" a low ball, 
picked it right off his shoe tops, and 
smashed it on a line to left field. The 
shortstop leaped and came near touching 
the ball, it was so low, yet it carried out 
to left and passed under a sign board, 
rolled around the fence clear to center. 


I saw Ed Delehanty hit a ball entirely 
over the club house which is perched 
on top of the wall around the Philadel- 
phia park. 


•Take Stahl is credited with some tre- 
mendous drives during his major league 
career but I believe the longest ball he 
ever hit was when ho was at college at 
tho University of Illinois when he hit 
entirely over the big tree that stood back 
of the center 
fielder's 
position.

Internment of Germans in 
England an Expensive 
Proposition. 


London, May 10.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—The 
admiralty 
and war office are not at all pleased over 
having to intern the 24,000 Germans of 
military age now at large. 
In spite of 
abuse for not taking such action soon- 
er, which had long been a part of the 
anti-liberal propaganda of the conserva- 
tives and the yellow press, the govern- 
ment has interne dfew alien 
enemies 
able to sunort themselves. 
The govern- 
ment evidently put little stock in the 
spy scares oT the yellow press. 


To intern 24,000 men means a cost 
estimated at a quarter of a million dol- 
lars a week, to say nothing of the sol- 
diers required for guard duty who miist 
be diverted from other service. 
Prison- 
ers kept on nine interment ships are 
known to cost $100,000 a week to main- 
tain, and it is assumed the big land 
camp's must cost much more.

10,000 elderly interned prisoners, which 
will leave only 14,000 new ones to pro- 
vide for.

and hotel porters entirely dependent on 
small wages. 
In Germany, the British 
interned are almost all tourists and stu- 
dents.

Italian forces pushing into Aus- 


tria crossed the Isonzo river today 
after a sharp encounter, where they 
are now said

be within thirty 


miles of Trieste. The Italians also 
are attacking at (several points far- 
ther north along the Carinthian frou- 
tier. 


A squadron of eighteen aeroplanes, 


carrying bombs weighing nearly a 
ton, struck into Germany today and 
performed one

feats of the war. The raid was di- 
rected at one of the principal manu- 
facturerss of explosives in Germany, 
on the Rhine, opposite Mannheim. 


Infantry fighting was proceeding 


along the Franco-Belgian front, prin- 
cipally on the western end, but the 
official reports from Berlin and IParis 
today reveal no signs of renewed op- 
erations on a large scale.

Professor Taft cited the repent action 


of the United Hattern of North America 
on the question of paying the $250,000 
judgment found against its members in 
this Danbury hatters case. 


"Neither the hattera' union nor the 


American Federation of Labor," he said; 
"in willing to raise a fund to relieve 
these 188 victims of their misguided 


, although they could and did raise 


funds quite aa large for the defense of 
criminals who subsequently confessed 
their crimes, committed in the supposed 
upholding of the interests of labor. Such 
a condition cannot but have a useful in- 
fluence in bringing to the attention of 
the rank and file of organized labor the 
necessity for restraining their leaders in 
such unwise defiance of law." 


^ Mr. Taft said his objections to the
